The major had pulled the worst 
sort of a faux pas by attempting to 
appropriate this to his souvenir 
collection, and came near making

es. 

On another occasion a certain 
famous German regiment was sus- 
pected of being opposite the Ameri- 
eans. The presence of this regi- 
ment at any point was a critezion 
of impending action of important 
character. Our raiders went over 
in the night and came back with 
a prisoner. Members of this partic- 
ular regiment had a special decora- 
tion on their bayonet. This was 


missing. Despite this the intelligence 


officer felt so certain that he was a 
member of the regiment that he 
questioned the private.

As there is no such thing as anti- 
souvenir serum with which to in- 
oculate the Americans, eternal 
vigilance is the price of valuable 
information. 

Mementoes of the war of no value 


plentiful. I have picked up French, 
Italian and German helmets 
punctured or dented by shrapnel or 
high explosive shells, and other in- 
teresting articles gleaned from the 
wreckage of war, but they came un- 
der the head of excess baggage and 
had to be left on the battle field. 
It is impossible to tote this hard- 
ware around the country. A man 
with an army must travel light. If 
the rules did not require it, nature 
would dictate as much. It is no

GOVERNMENT BOARDS MEET 
CONSIDER REDUCTION IN 
AGENCY ACTIVITIES. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
WASHINGTON, Nov. %-—Many 


‘agencies of the government feel the 


peak of the war has been passed and 
they are planning to reduce the 
great war machine in size and ac- 
tivity. 

War Industry Board chiefs met 
yesterday afternoon in prolonged 
Session to see what step could be 
taken to gradually shorten sail and 
make the big machine conform to 
diminished needs. Many of the big 
business men who have come here 
to do this important work are plan- 
ning how they can close their desks 
and get back to the businesses they 
left to come to the aid of a war- 
harassed government. 

Similar meeting are being held 
by the Council of National Defense, 
the Shipping Board and some 6f the 
other active government agencies 
created solely for the war. Food 
Administration men met to plan for 
the new problem. In this office the 
load will be increased. 

Fuel Administration chiefs will 
gradually shrink their staffs and get 
the work of demobilization under 
way as soon as anything definite is 
to be had on the beginning of the 
end of the war. ‘ 

A new building which was built 
for the War Industries Board and 
which was to have been occupied 
this month probably will be used hy 
some othem permanent part t the 
government and may never be oc- 
cupled by the War Industries Board. 

Steel, copper and other war és- 
sentials will be greatly relaxed and 
already the relief from pressure on 
some of these essentials is apparent. 
Building materials may soon be 
available for a resumption of some 
of the needed improvements halted 
by the war. Soon the man power

As the tide of adverse fortune 
overtakes them. kings and princes 
grand dukes are flocking to the little re- 
public for safe harbor. meekly, sighfully 
placing themselves under the jurisdiction of 
a mere, popularly-elected. president. Aus- 
trian and Russian royaities have been pour- 
ing in for the past few months, and now 
there will be a German influx of vast pro- 
portions, quite probably including the 
Kaiser and the Crown Prince, unless the 
Allies defeat their rumored plans.

ENTU RES IN MUSIC.

There's music in the air along 
Broadway. Duleet strains come out 
to meet vou, greet you and entreat 


| You as you pass, on the right side or 


the left, at any time of the day. If 
you have a soul suscéptible to a con- 
cord of sweet sounds you cannot 


choose but stop to listen. And if 
you listen you are lost—or shall I 
Say found? 

Ves, you are found. You discover 
that you have been led astray 
through an old prejudice. You had 
heard of “canned music”—you had 
even listened to some of such musié@ 
itself—and you had jumped to the 
erroneous conclusion that the phono- 
graph never produced any other. It 
has ground out a good deal of it. to 
be sure—but that was long ago, in 
the days of the deluge. Today the 
phonograph appeals to the tuned ear 
even more than to the tuneless, for 
it has become selective and classical. 
New and. wonderful inventions have 
ripped open the can, so to speak, and 
spilled all its contents. Those new 
inventions apply to discs, points and 
every et-cetera. 

Let us enter three or four of the 
big emporiums of music on Broad- 
way and find out about all this, The 
subject is highly interesting, and it 
is bound to prove instructive. These 
Impressive places don’t entice us 
with music-blared from the doors 
they're too dignified for that. But 
they display shining musical instru- 
ments in the windows and long. so- 
norous signs on their facades. They 
are like temples dedicated to the 
muse of music, rather than mere 
music stores. The music itself its 
confined to little cells or sanctuaries 
whose doors are closed to outsiders 
on the entrance of a devotee. This 
one is sacred to the player-plano, 


that to the graphophone, another to 


the organ or the violin; 


“You want to know! and there 


are always those who are eager and 
willing to inform! you in these hand- 
some temples of music, courteous 
acolytes who ate at the same time 
upstanding Americans with a com- 
prehensive knowledge of the subject 
in hand. The salesman’s instinct 
and the teacher’s are almost iden- 
tical, or, at all events, they go hand 
in hand. 

And what wonderful teachers the 
phonographs themselves are! They 
are cunningly constructed and 


primed to inform you authoritatively: 


on anything you want to know in 
vocal and instrumental music, in 
dancing, in oratory, in languages. 
Voulez-vous French? Here are les- 
sons 1, 2, 3. in accents of the purest 
Parisian. And the beauty of it is 


that vour vivacious instructor never 


gets tired, though you drop in your 
tracks with the dizziness of it. Want 
to improve your dancing steps? 
here goes! 
Want to perfect that aria from 
“Faust,” that haunting melody upon 
your violin? Here are the greatest 
masters in the world. ever ready at 
your slightest behest. No wonder 
that the music teachers of Los An- 
gebes make it a point to send their 
pupils to the music stores to listen 
to the lates§. records.« It appears 
that the ph®ne@raph can perfect you 
in anything that has to do with 
sound. After a phonographic course 
one’s taste in music should be im- 
peccable. 

The latest player-planos are as 
wonderful as the latest phonographs. 
If you want to use your fingers in- 
stead of compressed air, you will 
find the tone as beautiful as that of 
any regular piano. Late devices in 
puncturing and indenting the screed 
have produced subtleties so exquf- 
site’ that, if you shut your eves and 


fore you, you're ready to swear that 
the master who plaved for the play- 


er-piano is now fingering the keys— 


Rauer or Paderewski or De Pach- 
mann. 
Speaking of Harold Rauer, this 


great artist claims that the olayer- 
piano can reproduce all the qualities 
of the plaving of an artist with the 
one exception of touch or tone. Yet 
many critics, and not a few famous 
pianists, disagree with him in this 
stricture. Not so very long ago a 
concert was given in Philadelphia, 
in which a reproducing piano with 
records by Bauer himself was used, 
the various numbers having a full 
orchestra in accompaniment. 
the recita! was voted a tremendous, 
success, and those whose view of the 
piano was cut off declared that they 


had no feeling that there was no 


stool and no Harold Bauer on the 
stage. This concert was repeated 
with equal success in other cities. 
Quid est demonstrandum. 

The making of the plaver-piano in- 
to something so delicately imperfect 
that it plavs like a genuine artist 18 
a most difficult and painstaking mat- 


ter. To make it plav “null, dead per- 


fection” is easy enough, and that's 
what it used to do until lately, when 
it acquired a soul—or very néarly. 
After the master has played a piece 
that has been mechanically recorded 
in perforations in the next room the 
record is gone over again and again, 
mistakes — mistakes of the pianist, 
not the piano—are carefully correct- 
il by the stopping up of old perfo 
ſons and the punching of new on 
and this process may go on ad in- 
finitum. or until the steadily-mount- 
ine cost of the production calls a 
halt. 3 

The phonograph is as progressive 
as the player-piano. Whether the 
surface of the disc presents a lat- 


ral cut“ or a “bill-and-dale cut“ 
delicate, side-to-side corrugations or 


equally delicate swellings —it mat- 
ters not today, for both varieties are 
now able to reproduce the voice of 
man. woman or violin, or any other 
musical instrument, with a fidelity 
that leaves one wondering at the in- 
genuity of the human mind.

OVER HALF-CENTURY. 


Miss Eliza R. Hyde Made a Record 
of No Tardy Marks in Gov- 
ernment Service. 


Seventy thousand girl war work- 
ers in Washington had a chance to 
learn something about what faith- 
fulness and efficiency in govern- 
ment service mean when the record 
of Miss Eliza R. Hyde, for fifty- 
four years’ an employee of the 
Treasury Department in Washing- 
ton, was made public. 

Miss Hyde, now 87 years old, re- 
Signed, because, o use her own 
words, she wanted “a little mors 
leisure during the remaining years” 
of her life. It was when Secretary 
McAdoo accepted the resignation in 
a letter which reviewed Miss Hyde's 
service that her extraordinary rec- 
ord became known. 

In fifty-four years Miss Hyde 
never had been tardy. In fifty-four 
years she had never used a day of 
wick leave. 

“Your duties 3 always been 
discharged with exemplary care and 


accuracy, an your fidelity and 
punctuality are also worthy of the 
highest commendation,” wrote the 


Secretary, who added farther along 
in his letter, “You have set an ex- 
r that is worthy of emulation 
y 2 


M Hyde was 33 years when 
she was appointed, December 22. 
1864. She began her duties when 


the Civil War was near its close. 
She had served under twelve Presi- 
dents of the United States. She 
had seen Washington grow from a 
small city to a great capital. 
she first began work under the 
Comptroller of tHe Currency it was 

such an innovation to employ a 
woman that her appearance among 
the clerks caused a sensation. 

Miss Hyde, who is a native of 
Vermont, began her career ag a 
teacher. From New England she 
made the hazardous journey to St. 
Louis in 1860 to accept a position 
in a young ladies’ seminary, after 
she had taught for some time in 
Cambridge, Mass. Her appointment 
in the treasury was made after she 
had been called to her Brattleboro 
home by the death of her brother 
in the battle af Vicksburg. She was 
assigned to the Issue Division of the 
Comptroller of the Currency. 

Despite the long routine of office 
duties, Miss Hyde is not at all weary 
of her tasks. She is in perfect 
health, with all her faculties unim- 
paired. At 87 she is still able to 
perform all the duties of her post- 
tion, for, as she told the Secretary 
in her ‘letter of resignation, she 
never found work irksome. 

A Cotton Substitute. 

Wood is now being converted by a 
new process into a substitute for 
absorbent cotton—a product which is 
being supplied to the government 
one mill at the rate of several tors 
a day. This absorbent wood is. of 
great value in covering and stanch- 
ing open wounds. The wood is ground 
up and then spun or rolled out into 
pure white sheets, resembling cotton 
batting, and is so light and bulky 
that only about 4000 pounds of it 
can be packed in an ordinary box- 
car. This substance costs 28 cents 
a pound, as against approximately 
80 cents a pound for cotton lint.—
